WILLIAM WARNER BISHOP 
**To Whom Honor is Due’’ 


To the Librarian of the University of 
Michigan: we dedicate this number, in honor 
of his world-wide interests, his international 
activities in the fields of bibliography and 
librarianship, his scholarly attainments in 
numerous subjects, his accomplishments in 
library administration and education, and 
his stimulating leadership among his fellows. 
“We salute this gentleman and scholar of the 
old school and of the new. 

Early in his library experience (1896), 
Dr. Bishop joined the American Library 
Association, and energetically offered his 
knowledge and service to the professional 
advancement of the craft, especially in the 
fields of his two great interests, bibliography 
and cataloging. Within a generous decade 
his service included the office of President 


(1918-19); five years on the Executive 
Board; fifteen years on the Council; chair- 
manship of the Catalog Section, and the 
College and Reference Section, and com- 
mittee chairmanship on Catalog Rules, 
Program, Cataloging, Revision of the Con- 
stitution, and Bibliography of Humanistic 
Literature. A partial list of his committee 
appointments includes Resources in Amer- 
ican Libraries, Co-ordination, Fiftieth Anni- 
versary, Evans Bibliography, Oberly Memo- 
rial, and Catalog Code Revision. His cath- 
olicity of interest is evidenced by his pioneer 
membership on the Commission on the 
Library and Adult Education in 1924-26, 
and by his present activity on the Board of 
Education. 

Perhaps his greatest contribution to Amer- 
ican libraries has been expressed in his 
liaison service in allied organizations, and 
his untiring efforts to co-ordinate the work 
of the Association with that of related insti- 
tutions and interested foundations, well 
illustrated, for example, by his chairmanship 
since 1928 of the Advisory Group on College 
Libraries for the Carnegie Corporation. 

Witness the evidence of his official and 
personal participation in international library 
affairs and co-operative bibliographical under- 
takings, which has won the admiration of 
leading librarians throughout the world: 
activity in the organization of the Inter- 
national Federation of Library Associations, 
and its president since 1931; chairmanship 
of the A. L. A. International Relations Com- 
mittee since 1926, serving during both the 
Atlantic City and the Chicago conferences; 
survey of the Vatican Library for the Car- 
negie Endowment for International Peace 
in 1927, and consultation in its recataloging 
since 1928; lecturer in Paris Library School 
in 1924 and 1927; delegate to meetings of 
Library Experts of the Paris Institute of 
Intellectual Co-operation in 1927 and 1932, 
three conferences of the Library Association 
(Great Britain), Swiss Library Conferences 
in 1932, International Library and Biblio- 
graphical Committee in 1928 (and Congress 
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at Rome in 1929), Board of Trustees of In- 
stitute of International Relations in 1929, 
Library Planning Committee for the League 
of Nations Library, 1929 to date, and Inter- 
national Committee of the International 
Federation of Library Associations in 1928, 
1929, 1931, and 1933. Still other A. L. A. 
activities in this connection include com- 
mittee service on International Co-operation, 
Library Co-operation with Other Countries 
(chairman), and Books for Foreign Coun- 
tries. In 1921-23 he was president of the 
Bibliographical Society of America. He is 
an honorary member of the Library Asso- 
ciation of China and honorary Fellow of the 
Library Association of Great Britain. 

His contacts with intellectual organiza- 
tions and his great variety of professional 
articles published both here and abroad are 
too numerous to mention, but attention is 
called to their widespread influence. Added 
significance is attached to his Handbook of 
Modern Library Cataloging, The Backs of 
Books, and Essays Offered to Herbert Putnam 
(edited in co-operation with Andrew Keogh). 

To this Missourian, educated at Michigan 
University (A.B. 92, A.M. ’93) and at the 
American School of Classical Studies in 
Rome (’98-’99); holding honorary degrees 
from Miami, New York University, Colum- 
bia, Western Ontario, and Oberlin; in- 
structor of Greek, Latin, and the New Tes- 
tament in three institutions; assistant libra- 
rian of Garrett ('95-’98); librarian of 
Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute (’99-’02); 
head cataloger (’02-’04) and reference libra- 
rian ('04-’07) of Princeton University; 
superintendent of Reading Room, Library 
of Congress (’07-’15); librarian, University 
of Michigan (’15 to date), and organizer and 
director of its Department of Library Science 
('26 to date), we gratefully pay the tribute 
due to the recognized leadership of a stimu- 
lating administrator in progressive librarian- 
ship, a scholar in his own right and thor- 
oughly at home in any intellectual gathering, 
an educator who dares to foresee and meet 
new implications and trends with rarely 
found wisdom drawn from the past.

MAGAZINE NOTES 


We are much gratified to record that librarians 
have interested the American Standards Association 
in the matter of magazine irregularities and their 
bad practices of make-up. Committees have been 
appointed and plans are already under way to attack 
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this problem, and there is great hope that such pres- 
sure can be brought thus to bear on magazine pub- 
lishers, that future users of the vast field of periodical 
information may more easily and accurately be led 
to the desired information. This department of the 
Bulletin of Bibliography has for many years listed 
irregularities and tried in a light vein to call attention 
to the sins of publishers — or may be editors — of 
magazines, in voluming, pagination, size, advertising, 
etc. Thoughtless procedure, rather than studied 
mischievousness has been the means of making diffi- 
cult the work of indexing, of reference, and not only 
the public, but the publishers have suffered. A ‘‘new 
deal’ is we hope soon to come. Let us all rejoice — 
and pray.

A collec- 
tion of stories, selected and translated from current 
periodicals appearing in foreign countries. No 
mention anywhere how often it will appear. 

Good Eating, anew monthly (vol. 1, no. 1, November, 
1933) with articles on food, on health, on living, with 
receipts and menu suggestions, and — opportunity 
for all sorts of health foods to advertise. 

The Magazine, a literary journal, comes from Bev- 
erly Hills, California, with short prose pieces, and 
poems. (Why did the owners adopt such a meaning- 
less name?) It’s a monthly, vol. 1, no. 1, December, 
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Photo Art Monthly is an interesting new comer in 
the photographers’ field, well illustrated and with 
many helpful articles. No. 1, November, 1933. 

Today, the new “independent national weekly” 
edited by brain-trust Moley, and published by grace 
of Vincent Astor’s millions, is now well started. We 
find it mildly interesting, but it is printed on very 
cheap paper so that it does not attract as do our 
other weeklies. Little advertising so far — which can 
only mean publication is dependent on reserve funds. 
But that is how all periodicals start. We wish Today 
success. No. 1 was October 28, 1933. 

University of Chicago Law Review (vol. 1, no. 1, 
May, 1933) to be issued four times a year. This new 
law school review is a very substantial periodical, and 
bids fair to rank with the best in its growing field.

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Care of Oil Portraits 


CARE OF OIL PORTRAITS

Part III 


Fifth. Description and Identification. 


Really one of the most important parts of this 
process. Unidentified and unlabeled portraits 
are liable to be relegated to the attic or lumber 
room, sooner or later. Portraits and other works 
of art are constantly being ‘‘discovered’”’ in mus- 
eums owing, no doubt, to faulty methods of care, 
or cataloging, or want of both. It is another 
evidence of misplaced fame. In our local historical 
society, on the platform in the main hall, is a group 
of former worthies, neatly framed, not over 
fifty years old, but no key numbering, or descrip- 
tion, and so most of them are rapidly passing into 
oblivion. No one thought ahead far enough to 
label them, while somebody, and probably every- 
body, knew them. Search of the records of the 
Worcester County Law Library, which, on the 
whole had been carefully kept, gave us the names 
and dates of the presentation of our older portraits. 
Some were given to the Worcester County Bar 
Association. Others were given to the Worcester 
County Bar Library, which does not exist, and 
some to the Worcester County Law Association, 
which is also non-existent. Comparatively few 
were properly given to the Worcester County Law 
Library. This matter of title, in, and of, pictures, 
portraits, statuary, collections of all kinds, to the 
beneficiary body, is from the side of the library 
and librarian too often an entirely visionary and 
untrodden field. Asa general thing, the directors, 
or trustees, for the terms are not synonymous, 
and neither are the duties, strange as it may seem, 
to repeat, these bodies generally have at least one 
lawyer among their number to look out for just 
such emergencies, and it is a mighty good thing 
that they are there. A family may suddenly 
emerge from well deserved oblivion, and proceed 
to claim some relic of a distinguished forbear, 
when neither they, or their immediate predecessors 
would have prized it enough to preserve it. One 
such family of near degenerates was using a chest 
of solid mahogany as a woodbox, it was all the 
same tothem. But my board were all lawyers, and 
I did not bother them with any details of library 
routine. Furthermore I knew some law myself. 

Down in the chambers of the Judge of Probate 
were portraits of former judges of probate, also 
of some probate lawyers. I may here-and—now 
explain that the term judge’s chambers, really 
means his private office, only that and nothing 
more. In our case the probate judge’s office is 
large enough to hold hearings in. A bitter fight 
in the Law Library Association was on at one time, 
and the judge then in power, forced a ruling that, 
as above noted, only superior and supreme court 
judges portraits could hang in the court rooms. 
So the Healy portrait was not allowed to be hung 


either in the court rooms, or in the library room, 
because he was a probate. judge. In course of 
time there came to be quite a gallery of probate 
judges, also portraits of well-known probate law- 
yers, some of the latter being the very old-fashioned 
silhouettes. A few years before I left the law 
library, I prepared a suitably worded document, 
as a suggestion, and repaired to the chambers of 
the senior judge of probate, and there and then, 
stated the case to His Honor. He received my 
suggestions most graciously, and we went over 
the whole situation, as far as his jurisdiction 
extended. He assented to my proposition, how 
he was liable to retire in a few years, and would it 
not be wise to make a permanent record, and 
transference, of all these portraits of his predeces- 
sors, as well as one of himself, done in Italy, to the 
Worcester County Law Library Association, as 
a holding corporation, duly incorporated under 
the laws of the state. He most cheerfully and 
graciously co-operated, and added to my notes 
sufficient other and more legal material, to make 
it all binding and effective as one could wish. If 
there be any one person who could do this, it 
certainly ought to be the judge of probate. This 
senior judge of probate also composed a letter 
conveying all of his right, and title to, and of, 
various portraits in his chamber which had been 
either given to him, or deposited with him, to the 
said Worcester County Law Library. 

The Healy is a portrait of Judge Barton, father 
of Mr. E. M. Barton, at one time librarian of the 
American Antiquarian Society. Needless to state 
that a full list and description, as good as we 
could make, accompanied this letter. I next 
prepared a similar letter, relating in extenso all 
of those portraits, by name and artist, which had 
been in our care, supposedly given to us, to the 
Worcester County Bar Association, at its annual 
meeting. They unanimously transferred all their 
right and title, in said pictures to the Worcester 
County Law Library Association. Then the 
clerk of courts, ex-officio librarian for many years, 
more than thirty years, wrote a letter, putting a 
portrait of one of his predecessors under our care 
and jurisdiction. At a later date a portrait of this, 
our long time friend and backer, was given to our 


_Association, and now hangs in the reading room, 


facing thesta:.ding desk. Pardon all these details, 
but I firmly believe they will be most helpful to 
some one, sometime. So all the portraits in the 
Worcester County Court House came into the 
possession, and under the care and custody of this 
association with the exception of that of one lone 
sheriff. As before noted, some twenty-four in 
number. This gave us not only the right of 
possession to these portraits, but also carried with

it, the duty to care for them, as well as for the 
literary property of the library. 

Now come we to the subject of description. 
This we all agree, is as important as any of our 
topics. From the records of the Law Library 
Association, extending back to 1844, and from the 
memory of our librarian ex-officio, Col. T. S. 
Johnson, we were enabled to list the subject, artist 
or copier, and source of all these various portraits. 
Those from the chambers of the Senior Judge of 
probate, naturally were known to him. When all 
these pictures literally passed through our hands 
for cleaning, we improved that opportunity, not 
only to safeguard the hanging, and handling there- 
of, but also to do some other things to them. 

We measured carefully, every canvas and every 
frame and the name of the frame if any, or the 
name of the firm supplying the frame, or canvas, 
or both, if accessible were noted. Also any and 
all other information, or marks on canvas, stret- 
cher, or frame were carefully noted. In fact, 
nothing was allowed to escape our argus eyes. All 
these various facts were recorded against that 
particular portrait. We noticed that all of the 
earlier canvases were of linen, some of the later 
canvases were of cotton. 

Some of these portraits, in fact most of them, 
bore some sort of tablet giving name of subject 
on lower part of frame. But in order to render 
them all equally intelligible, we secured the dates 
of birth and death, and generally, place of each 
event, added these to the names, and called for our 
expert on frames to do his part. He prepared 
tablets of white wood, usually ten or twelve inches 
long, by three inches wide, and one-half to one- 
third of an inch in thickness, dependent on the 
size of the picture. These tablets were planed 
smooth as possible, then sandpapered, so as to be 
perfectly flawless. Gilded, really bronzed, and 
dried. On this surface, in black roman letters, an 
inch high, he plainly recorded these facts. 

These tablets were placed on the bottom of 
frame, where generally is a suitable space, and 
firmly fastened to the frame by brass nails one 
inch long. Here also tool steel drills were used, 
so as not to split the tablet, or injure the frame. 
Thes: tablets are easily read from the floor of 
any room where the pictures are placed. As the 
latest gifts to the association, came portraits of 
two men, the present chief justices of both the 
Supreme and Superior Courts of this Common- 
wealth. Both these men are of this County of 
Worcester. Naturally they do not wish their 
portraits tabletted, as yet, but their dates and 
places of birth are on record, and the library never 
dies. 

In this last section, comes also consideration of 
marks of ownership, and photographic copies of 
these portraits. The matter of ownership marks 
is entirely novel, I have not seen them on any other 
portraits. We reasoned that as we put an embos- 
sing stamp on the books, we should have some 
marks on the pictures, so we had an electric brand- 
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ing iron prepared, really Copper instead, also a 
stencil made. We did not propose to leave any- 
thing undone to those pictures. Two of them 
cost two thousand dollars apiece, to the members 
of the bar, who gave them to the Library Associa- 
tion, being the two just mentioned; one other 
cost one thousand and one eight hundred dollars. 
So while they were on the stackroom floor, being 
cleaned and repaired, when necessary being 
handled and fitted with screw-eyes and copper wire, 
being catalogued and measured, we got out said 
branding copper, rather than iron, plugged it into 
a convenient outlet, and let it heat. When so 
heated to a burning point, as tested on a piece of 
wood, we branded ‘‘W. C. L. L.”’ on the back of 
each stretcher, one or two times, and on the back 
of each frame, same way. Next on back of each 
canvas, rather high up, in center was stencilled 
“Worcester County Law Library Association,” 
a generous amount of marking ink being used. 
In addition, on the stretcher of each portrait 
lately given us, in indelible pencil was plainly 
written the date of such gift. We did not want 
any doubt as to ownership of these portraits. 
One of the last two, did journey to Providence, 
New York, and Washington as an artist’s exhibit. 
We removed our handles and big screw-eyes, 
from the back of the frame, well and truly knowing, 
that we should lose them, if we did not take that 
precaution. The picture came safely back, after 
several months, and has taken up its station over 
the judge’s bench in the old court room. Several 
of the lawyers who gave liberally towards it, were 
outspoken in their remonstrances against its 
travels. But there seemed to have been some 
previous arrangement with the artist, to that 
effect, which was not generally known. This is 
one more thing to be kept in mind, in receiving 
such gifts. In other words look out for conditions 
of gift. Also, and as a further precaution, against 
loss or other misfortune, and as one more perma- 
nent record, we took the opportunity, when these 
pictures were being cleaned, and otherwise at- 
tended to, of securing photographic copies of each 
and every one of them. At first we sent them to 
an ordinary photographer’s studio, not allowing 
them to remain over night, but insisting on their 
being returned to the library the same day. Even 
so our confidence was misplaced and our most 
famous and expensive picture, at that time, was 
copied for the benefit of our leading local club. 
We decided that this was taking altogether too 
much risk in letting them go away from the 
Court House, which is, of course, a fireproof struc- 
ture. The ordinary photographer expects people 
to come to him, but in this case we decided to let 
the photographer come to the portrait. In our 
case there was no use for the accessories of a studio, 
drapes, sidescenes, and soon. We employed what 
is known as a commercial photographer, who does 
not need any of the studio appliances. He is 
accustomed to photographing still life, and cer- 
tainly these portraits are still life. He is used to 
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working, anywhere, anyhow, under any and all 
conditions, if he be provided with plenty of light. 
He uses a time exposure, and carries a small for- 
tune in high-grade Jenses. We did some of our 
pictures, in our own reading room, which has an 
eastern, western, and southern exposure, with 
entirely satisfactory results. 

If there were too many readers, and we were in 
danger of disturbing them, we just adjourned to 
the old court room, of course when court was not 
in session. This room has both north and south 
light, and here we also had good results. We, of 
course reserved to ourselves the right to use the 
negatives, and so did as frontispieces to our 
fifteenth annual report, Judge Gaskill, and in our 
sixteenth annual report, Judge Nelson. The nega- 
tive glass plates are neatly enveloped, and are 
carefully stored in the library. 

As before stated this courthouse is a fireproof 
building, and no insurance is carried either on the 
building or its contents, some of the records go 
back to 1728. It is the standing rule of this 
library that things be done decently and in order. 
This does not mean in the most expensive way, by 
any means. We charge off, as it were, the cost 
of all these processes, as the price paid by the 
county for the beautification of the various rooms 
by these portraits. By the will of our honorary 
librarian, for so many years, Colonel Johnson, this 
library was left a bequest, the income of which the 
directors voted, to be applied to the care and 
preservation of these portraits. 

A final word. Do not accuse us of neglecting 
any of our usual] and regular duties for this work. 
There is ample space, between the reading room 
and the stackroom, where most of this work was 
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done, and at all times we were on hand to give 
first legal aid to any reader, on such subjects as 
bailments, bottomry, bonds, carriage of goods at 
sea, dementia precox, gross negligence, hypotheca- 
tion, jeopardy, limitation of actions, malfeasance, 
ne exeat regno, possessory actions, quasi con- 
tracts, recoupment, res judicata, seisin, stare 
decisis, tenure, towage, ultra vires, vendors, and 
watercourses, and over 600 other subjects, in 
and of law literature. Our readers come first at 
all times, and under all circumstances. 

As we wrote at first, this information may all be 
in print some where else, but I very much doubt 
it. It is just a case of neglect, that is all. Did 
anybody ever hear of or see an article on janitor 
work in libraries? Just another case of neglect, 
that’s all. I may write that up some day. 

As at the beginning of this article, I close by 
the disclaimer of writing this for any other than 
the types of libraries there mentioned, hoping by 
this reservation to shut off all hostile criticism. 

I am writing the results of our experiences, and 
experiments, and observations, extending a term 
of over thirty years, holding that every one is a 
debtor to his profession. 

So we throw ourselves ‘‘on the mercy of the 
court.”” As always I shall be glad to answer any, 
and all queries, which I can answer. 

We is not used in any editoria! sense, but in- 
tentionally, and literally. My assistant for so 
many years, now my successor, Miss Lydia L. 
Kirschner, librarian of the Worcester County 
Law Library, Worcester, Massachusetts, is the 
one who helped me in all this work.
